Please note, you will not receive an additional notice from the Comniissien an
this matter. Adequate responses must be received on or before the due date noted above
to be taken into consideration in determining whether audit action will be initiated.

Failure
to provide an adequate response by this date may resuilt in an audit of the committee.
